Police Department 


During 1963 Patrolman Richard McGrath transferred from the 
Police Department to the Fire Department. Patrolman Romeo DeFazio 
retired from the Department on August 6, 1963. Patrolman Robert S. 
Hart resigned as of October 20, 1963. Henry Hutchinson and Walter F. 
Horning were appointed Reserve Patrolmen as of September 27, 1963 and 
John T. Garvey, Jr., and Peter Reynolds were appointed to the Reserve 
Force as of November 25, 1963. The following were appointed as Regular 
Patrolmen; Richard J. Fair, as of September 9, 1963, Robert W. Willhauck 
as of September 30, 1963 and Donald F. Hoey, appointed as of November 
£9, 1963. 


Town Meetings 


Seventy-Nine Articles for the Annual Town Meeting were received by 
the Board and included in the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting 
which was called for March 12, 1963 in the Senior High School Auditorium. 
During the year two other Special Town Meetings were held to act upon 
a total of Nine (9) Articles. The first meeting was held June 25, 1963 
when four (4) Articles were acted upon. The Second Special Town Meet- 
ing was held October 22, 1963 when five (5) Articles were acted upon. 


Traffic Rules and Orders 


During 1963 many petitions and requests were received to improve 
traffic conditions throughout the Town. The Selectmen have personally 
observed the conditions relating to traffic, hearings were held and amend- 
ments established which were approved by the State Department of Public 
Works Traffic Division on the following: 


Stop and Enter 


Stop and enter signs were installed for “West Bound drivers on 
Superior Drive” at Speen Street, and on “Fisher and Second Streets” on 
Second Street at the intersection facing traffic traveling North and South. 
Thickly Settled Area signs were placed on Hartford Street from Speen 
Street to the Framingham line. These signs are for 20 miles per hour. 
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The pleasant voice that greets you when you call the 
Selectmen’s office belongs to Mrs. Rachel Eldridge. 


Go Slow Children Signs 


“Go slow Children” signs were erected on Hudson Street, Braemore 
Road both ends. The Cross Walks at all Schools have been repainted and 
“Go Slow Children” was painted at all School Crossings, to promote 
safety for the Children crossing the streets. “Thickly Settled” area signs 
have also been painted at several places. 

The Selectmen have been increasingly concerned with trafic and 
Safety Conditions on Worcester Street (Route #9), particularly the area 
from Lake Cochituate west to the Framingham line including the inter- 
section at Speen Street. Every effort has been made during the past year 
to encourage State authorities, under whose jurisdiction this highway re- 
mains, to face the problem and remedy it promptly. 


Parking Meter Fees 
Fees collected for Parking Meters for 1963 were $11,822.31. 


Annual Town Report 


The Board appointed the ‘Town Report Committee for 1963 with 
Herbert A. Black, 2nd. Chairman, Ruth Leavitt, Edmund Coolidge, 
Douglas Russell and Jean B. Thompson. It was voted to have 3,500 copies 
printed. ‘The Selectmen advertised for bids and three bids were received 
for the printing of the Annual Town Report. The Board accepted the bid 
of the Wellesley Press, Inc. in the amount of $21.50 price per page 
complete. 
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Gasoline and Fuel Storage 


After Public Hearings were held the Board of Selectmen granted the 
following permits for storage of Gasoline.

3,000 Gallons for owner’s use only. 
(2) Sunshine Biscuit Inc. 
4,000 Gallons for owner’s use only. 
(3) Increase in Storage to John Amabile 
5,000 Gallons from 10,000 Gallons to 15,000 Gallons. 


Street Lighting 


The Annual Town Meeting of 1963 authorized the Selectmen to in- 
stall additional street lights for the year. After personally investigating each 
request the Board ordered the installation of the following:

(1) 4,000 Incandescent 
(19) 3,500 Lumen 
(1) 1,000 Lumen 


Notes and Bonds 


During the year the Selectmen approved and signed notes for the 
borrowing of $2,750,000 Tax Anticipation, Water Notes $47,000 and 
Junior High Bonds $1,900,000. 


Other Activities 


The Board organized for the year with the following appointments. 
Jeremiah J. Healy, Jr. as Chairman, James H. Morris, Clerk and Richard 
S. Sanderson as the third member. The Selectmen revised the Jury List 
for 1963-1964 and 35 Jurors were drawn for Jury Duty during the year.

Inspections of Clinical Thermometers, Paper and Fibre Cartons, 
Pedlers’ Licenses, Milk Jars, and Junk Scales numbered 678. 


I assumed duties as Sealer of Weights and Measures on July 1, 1963. 
In this period I have inspected, tested or sealed every scale and meter and 
measuring device in the town. 

On the whole they were found to be in a reliable and accurate con- 
dition. Sixty-one adjustments were made. There was no evidence of 
tampering or any deliberate malfeasance. 

Of the seven devices condemned; 2 were gasoline pump meters, 2 
yard-sticks and 3 scales. The nine devices “not sealed” were inaccurate but 
were not used in dealing with the public. 
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Complaints of short-weight are extremely uncommon, and are in- 
vestigated immediately. There were four of these in the period of six 
months. One case, involving a shipment from an out-of-town dealer, is 
pending, at this time, possible court action. 


The residents of the town are urged to contact this office if con- 
fronted with any problem or complaint. Immediate attention and full 
co-operation will be furnished in this important function.

Conservation Commission 


The Natick Conservation Commission was created by authority of the 
vote under Articles 13 and 14 of The Special Town Meeting of June 13, 
1961 which accepted Chapter 40 Section 8-C of the General Laws. Under 
authority of the unanimous vote of the Annual Town Meeting of March 
1963 Article 38 was voted which established a Conservation Fund under 
Chapter 40 Section 5 of the General Laws. 

The Conservation Commission may purchase, accept gifts of lands, 
funds, or services in the name of the Town subject to approval by the 
Selectmen, which shall be held in the name of the Town and may be man- 
aged by the Commission as set forth in Chapter 40, Section 8-C of the 
General Laws. It may have an annual budget of one-twentieth of one 
percent of the assessed valuation of the preceding year, and the whole or 
any part of this sum may be placed in a Conservation Fund and allowed 
to accumulate from year to year, such money to be available for the pur- 
chase of land or other authorized purposes. The Commissioner of Natural 
Resources of the Commonwealth may, under Chapter 132-A of the General 
Laws, reimburse the Town up to 50% of the cost of the land purchased. 
An additional 20% of the cost of the land is available from the FFHA of 
the federal government. 


GENERAL REMARKS: 


The problems facing Conservation in an age of urbanization and the 
challenge. 

The Town of Natick is approximately 10,000 acres in size. To the 
present day we have seen an increasing loss in open land totalling close to 
50%. The implementation of a multiple use conservation program in the 
present day is limited by the future expansion of an increasing commercial 
and residential urbanization structure of the community. A _ realistic 
evaluation must now be the foremost consideration of any basic conserva- 
tion program. Such an evaluation must out of necessity be based upon 
certain available and projected detail. These studies must include, the 
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amount and nature of all available open land, a realistic projection of the 
rate and demand for commercial and residential expansion, the needs and 
demands and availability of recreational, agricultural, and aesthetic areas in 
the community, the effect on the tax structure of open land as opposed 
to the returns from commercial or residential expansion, (ie: are the 
financial returns to the town sufficient to offset the increased demands for 
services that the development will require or would the town and its resi- 
dents derive more benefits and pleasures from certain of these areas were 
they to be maintained in their natural state and to provide some of the 
intangible benefits that are difficult to calculate on a cash basis?) 

Natick is by no means unique in its problems of conservation. Vir- 
tually every community in the nation and at every level of government are 
being faced with the communial problem of “population explosion” and 
urbanization. Natick’s pre World War II population was approximately 
12,000, today we are exceeding 30,000. Of its 10,000 acres some 5,200 are 
somewhat developed. Certain agricultural crop lands and dairy farms 
are presently supporting 200 to 250 single residences. The same is true of 
much of our former wooded and wet land areas and future development 
plans are geared to a greater reduction of these areas, areas which could 
provide a well maintained water table, ideal outdoor recreation areas, 
nesting and breeding grounds for wild-life or simply areas where one might 
escape to enjoy the benefits and beauties of nature. 

Many communities have recognized these problems and have incorpo- 
rated into their expansion program certain checks and balances to assure 
themselves of safe conservation levels. However, we must also recognize , 
that many of these communities were not in such a prime industrial or resi- 
dential area, as we, with near proximity to highly concentrated centers of 
education, technology, and transportation. 

Yet the fact remains that we in Natick have by no means lost all of 
our natural resources. In fact many areas that have been set aside by cer- 
tain foresighted individuals for the benefit of the Town have not been 
thoroughly developed to their maximum ability. The problem is that many 
of these areas are not immediately accessible to many other areas of the 
town. 

Where then does Natick’s conservation program begin and to what 
point does it proceed? Hopefully, it will begin with greater public accept- 
ance and support. Conservation means multiple usage. Multiple usage is 
not geared to alone satisfy the needs of any particular faction but should 
recognize the needs and demands of all and ultimately develop a plan to 
make the best use of all available land in the community. 

In our projections we hope to present some working points which 
will encompass all factions and provide a basic working plan that. will 
ultimately meet the conservation needs and demands of all areas and all 
residents of Natick.

298 World War I veterans and widows, World War II and 
Korean veterans and widows were aided in making applica- 
tion for Veterans Administration Pension. Have aided veterans 
and widows in filing for Social Security pensions. Have 
helped many Natick veterans to be admitted to Veterans 
Administration Hospitals. This, alone, is a big financial 
savings for the taxpayers and to the Town of Natick. 

Have aided many veterans and widows in getting increases 
in pensions. 

This year has been a big factor in tax abatement. We've 
had phone calls wherefore the veterans and widows (and 
parents of veterans) had to get their eligibility card.

We still have hundreds of veterans, widows of veterans, 
parents of veterans, contact this office for information and 
advice regarding pensions, hospitalization, medical aid, aid to 
parents of veterans, aid to widows and families of a veteran, 
insurance, mortgages and G. I. Loans, and abatement of 
taxes, non-service connected pensions, and aid and attend- 
ance pensions. This information was given by personal con-

I herewith submit the Annual Report of the Legal Department of 
the ‘Town of Natick. 

During the year 1962, 29 cases pending in various courts and Appel- 
late Boards of the Judicial System of the Commonwealth were successfully 
concluded. 

There are presently pending in various Courts 43 cases involving the 
Town. These cases range in legal issues from the right of the ‘Town to 
recover money for damage to property to defense of the Town against 
the claims of persons claiming injuries arising out of falls allegedly due to 
defective sidewalks. There are 10 appeals pending in the Appellate Tax 
Board from the refusal of the Board of Assessors to abate taxes assessed 
against real property. 

At this writing, the outstanding case involving the Town, namely, the 
issue Of whether the Leonard Morse Hospital Trustees must accede to the 
demands of Town Meeting that a Committee authorized by Town Meeting 
be permitted to investigate the needs of the Hospital has been argued before 
the full bench of the Supreme Judicial Court, but its opinion has not 
been received. 


During 1963, Town Counsel attended weekly meetings of the Board 
of Selectmen, all meetings, with the exception of one, of the Annual Town 
Meeting and the Special Town Meeting, several sessions of the Board of 
Assessors, Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Personnel Board and 
the Board of Commissioners of the Department of Public Works. Written 
opinions were rendered when requested and oral advice extended when 
emergency demanded speed.

This report marks the completion of another very active and successful 
year for the Natick Police Department. As evident by the preceding figures, 
complaints requiring investigation increased in 1963 by 495 over the 
previous year. A slight increase in the number of crimes, which would be 
in accordance with a National trend, is alleviated by the scope and nature 
of the crimes, none of which would fall in the very serious category. 
Added to this is the fact of an increase in the value of goods recovered 
from $13,303.70 in 1962 to $77,500.00 in 1963. This fine record in Police 
detection and prevention of lawbreaking serves to advance the safety of 
our Community. 

Many difficulties beset the operation of policing a town and protecting 
the population today not prevalent ten years ago. As an example, the 
focal point of Police vigilance in Natick continues to be on Route 9, 
although there is a trend to growth in West Natick and South Natick. 
Recently there has been an effort to discount the shopping centers as 
deserving of the same coverage assigned to the so called center of the town. 
This is contrary to good prevention of burglaries and bank holdups. Four 
branch banks on one highway constitute a constant danger and challenge. 
The present developing of areas off Speen and Worcester Streets promises 
a further extension of protection and night patrols. Despite these 
problems, our record supports our success in Police performance with no 
increase in personnel or equipment. On the contrary, an amount of 
$17,178.16 was returned to the town unexpended appropriations fund, a 
repeat of a return of $3,723.41 in 1962. 

The education and advancement of the Department is the primary 
endeavor. This year has been the most productive in the history of the 
Department. Firearms retraining was held for the entire Department. 
Specialized courses at F.B.I. Schools and at Northeastern University were 
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attended by several members. Investigation courses were held for the 
Detectives at the Q.M. Command. This interest and participation in 
courses will continue through 1964, as the value of such a program can not 
be exaggerated. 


Needless to state our traffic problems have not been solved. In this, 
we are in the same condition as most of the state. The completion of the 
toll road and the final settlement of Lincoln Square lights offer some hope 
for the future but much time and effort must still be expended on traffic 
violations and solutions. At the present time, the intersection of Speen 
and Worcester Streets defies description. Traffic entering from the North 
and South encounter an impossible situation. However any concrete 
relief must await the completion of the new construction underway in this 
section. 


The record of Juvenile arrests is the one disturbing factor in the 
report of 1963. Fifty of the young people before the court were residents 
of the town. There are a few citizens who are making remarkable efforts to 
find the solution to the recreation and rehabilitation problems common to 
all youngsters today, but much more interest and effort is needed. 


Detectives Connolly and Ryan and Patrolman Hunter display recovered stolen 
property. 


New decisions handed down by the Supreme Court, such as illegal 
search and seizure and interpretations of civil rights laws along with public 
indifference affect the efficiency of the operation of law and order. People 
can no longer ignore the repeated warnings of J. Edgar Hoover that crime 
is rising throughout the nation. In Natick, we continue to be the exception, 
due in great part to the cooperation of good citizens and interested 
officials. To these people we express our thanks. Also we commend our 
excellent Auxiliary Police force and our loyal police women, and express 
our appreciation for the services during the past year. 

The entire number of arrests for 1887 offenses committed in Natick 
for the year ending December 31, 1963 was 1626. Of these 1351 were 
males and 175 were females. The number of residents arrested was 218 
while the number of non-residents was 1308. There were 65 juveniles in- 
cluded in this overall total. In addition there were some 1087 warrants 
and summonses served for other jurisdictions. A total of 65 juveniles 
appeared before the juvenile session of the Natick District Court during 
the year of 1963. Of the juveniles 15 were non-residents and 50 were 
residents of the town. 58 of the juveniles were males and 7 were females.

Motor vehicle accidents on public ways in Natick for the year 1963 
which resulted in death, injury to persons, or property damage are 
enumerated as follows: 
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During the year 1963 there were 374 accidents investigated which is an 
increase of 32 over last year. Accidents which resulted in personal injuries 
numbered 385, an increase of 98 over last year. Included in this figure 
are 26 accidents in which pedestrians were involved. | 


During the year four fatal accidents occurred in Natick resulting in 4 
deaths. A substantial drop from the 1962 figure of 10. The first of these 
occurred on January 9, 1963 a 6 year old boy, a resident of Oak St., was 
struck by a car while playing near the edge of the road. In the early 
morning hours of March 1, 1963 a 25 year old woman was killed when 
the car in which she was a passenger struck the rear of a snow plow on 
Route 9. On August 3, 1963 in the late evening a 17 year old Natick 
boy lost his life when the car he was driving went off the roadway and struck 
a pole on Eliot Street near Everett Street. The fourth and final fatal of 
the year took place on August 21, 1963 a 33 year old man succumbed to 
injuries sustained while a passenger in a car which went off the roadway 
on Route 9 and struck a telephone pole. The accident took place on 
August 9, near the Carling Brewery.

The activity of the Fire Department again increased during the year 
with a total of 1,325 calls; an increase of 96 over the previous year. The 
increase was due in a great part to the extensive dry season with a great 
number of fires in the open. 

The Emergency Calls continued to increase with a great demand for 
resuscitation for heart and respiratory afflictions. This service has been 
augmented by the addition of a resuscitator of the most modern design 
with all of the latest features. We cannot stress too strongly the advisability 
of calling this Department for these services for all respiratory conditions or 
possible heart seizures. There is a resuscitator in every Fire Station in the 
Town in addition to those carried in the Emergency Ambulances. One is 
available to any resident of the Town within minutes. 

The Training Program has continued throughout the year under the 
supervision of Deputy Chief Vincent W. Glebus. Stress has been centered 
on the use of radiation measuring devices, identification of common chemical 
hazards and methods of handling them. 

The Fire Prevention Program, under the supervision of Captain 
Thomas F. Morris, has been expanded. The Town has initiated a very 
sound program; monthly inspections are conducted in 480 Mercantile proper- 
ties, 36 Churches and Schools, 6 Rooming Houses, 9 Nursing Homes and 
the Hospital. There were 152 talks and films shown on Fire Prevention to 
the Schools and various groups. During the year, 209 Oil Burners and 
Liquefied Petroleum Gas installations were inspected. With a good Fire 
Prevention Program fire losses are kept at a minimum. 

During the year a vehicle was transferred from the Police Department 
to replace the Inspector’s Car. Necessary repairs were made to maintain 
the equipment in good reliable condition. The 1942 Aerial Ladder Truck 
was not replaced as recommended in 1963 and this is a must for 1964. This 
- 22-year-old vehicle is not reliable and is inadequate for our use. It is unwise 
to do extensive repairs on this truck, it has been maintained and used 
throughout the year with only necessary repairs. I have again this year 
recommended its replacement with an 85 foot Aerial Ladder. Realizing that 
we have but one Aerial Ladder Truck in the Town it should be reliable, 
and I believe that a 22-year-old vehicle has gone by the life expectancy for 
dependable service. The balance of the apparatus is in good reliable con- 
dition. There is going to be a need in 1965 to add another Engine Company 
at Station Four, this engine will replace the 1942 Seagrave Pump which is 
now in reserve. The West Natick Station must be expanded to provide 
adequate quarters for the company of men necessary to operate an addi- 
tional engine. When this building was built the second floor was designed 
for future expansion; it should be completed this year. The appropriation 
of $5,000.00 is requested for plumbing and other materials. 

The Central Fire Station was altered with Civil Defense funds to 
provide an Emergency Operations Center in the basement area. A more 
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Fire and Police departments cooperate to recover lost and stolen property. 


complete report of this Center will be incorporated in the Civil Defense 
Report. The Central Station is in need of outside painting, replacement of 
some door sections and some alteration in the Office section of the Station. 
The South Natick and the East Natick Stations are in excellent condition 
and there are no expenditures anticipated at either location in 1964. 


The Communications System has been expanded by the addition of 
fifteen Fire Alarm Boxes, making the total Fire Alarm Box locations at 232 
which includes Street Locations, Schools, Home for the Aged, Rest Home 
and the Hospital. This System has been modernized and is now in excellent 
condition. The equipment at the Central Station is being relocated so that 
it will have a Civil Defense protective factor of 100 against fallout, plus 
a reasonable blast factor. The electronic warning system has been expanded, 
there are now ten locations and a request is in the Annual Town Meeting 
for an addition of four. It is anticipated that the additional locations will 
provide adequate coverage of the Town. The Communication Division has 
a technician holding a Radiotelephone License, which qualifies him to make 
alterations, adjustments and take frequency and modulation measurements 
as required by the Federal Communications Commission. All service of 
Communication Equipment in the Fire, Public Works and C.D. Depart- 
ments is performed by this division, and gives the Town Departments im-

mediate service at all times. Two Police Call Boxes were added during the 
year bringing the number of Police Call Boxes to 15, as authorized by the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1963. New Central Station equipment was in- 
stalled at the Police Headquarters this year. 


During 1963 two men were added to the Department, Kevin B. Keane 
and Arthur J. Bourque. It is requested that three men to serve as Fire 
Alarm Operators be approved at the 1964 Annual Town Meeting. This 
will relieve three Firefighters for fire duty, and will allow the increase of 
one man per shift at Station Two, South Natick. A definite weakness in 
the Department exists having only three men per shift at this Station. The 
manpower at both Station Three and Station Four has been increased in 
the past few years. It is now time to give the South Natick area the same 
protection as the balance of the Town. 


Richard D. Fahey was promoted to the position of Deputy Chief in 
the Department on August 15, 1963 after topping the Civil Service list 
for this position. He has served in the Department as a Permanent Mem- 
ber since February 1, 1948, being promoted to Captain on February 1, 1957. 


Charles A. Kane, Sr., William J. Fannon and William E. Forance, Jr. 
were promoted to Lieutenants on July 1, 1963, bringing the number of 
Lieutenants to a total of seven. 


After serving the Natick Fire Department for 42 years, 38 years as a 
Permanent Firefighter and 4 years as a Call Man, Frank D. Wigglesworth 
reached the age of compulsory retirement on March 27, 1963. His long 
and reliable service for the Town of Natick should not pass without recog- 
nition. His replacement in the Department was Richard A. McGrath. 


There were two losses of life by fire in Natick in 1963. One on April 
26 and the other on December 29. Both fires were attributed to careless 
use of Smoking Material, the greatest cause of home fires today. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank all Departments and Boards of the 
Town for the cooperation extended this Department, and to the people of 
the Town for the support of our Fire Prevention programs. Only through 
the combined effort of every one can fires be kept to a minimum.

Mr. Daniel J. O’Leary was elected for a 3-year term as a Commissioner 
of Public Works. 

The Department deeply regrets to report the loss of Henry A. Garvey 
who passed away suddenly in November. Mr. Garvey gave the town 18 
years of true and faithful service as an assistant foreman in the Highway 
Division. 

The Department also regrets to report the death of William J. Fair. 
Mr. Fair had retired from the Water Division in 1957 after 39 years of 
service.

Sanitation Division: 


The Sanitation Division has continued during the past year in its policy 
of improved service to the people of Natick. This has resulted in fewer 
homeowners complaints throughout the year. 

The new six-bay garage and office on West Central Street was made 
fully operational this year. This has enabled the Division to improve its 
maintenance of the trucks and this is reflected in the “clean white fleet” 
shown in the accompanying photos. 

During the year a new 20-yard rubbish packer was added to the fleet. 
This is the largest of the packers and results in the economy of fewer trips 
to the dump. 

Another innovation for the Division was the mounting of snow plows 
on two of the garbage trucks. We are thus able to cut down on the 
number of hired trucks during snow storms.

Forestry Department 


The department reports the removal and disposal of 25 confirmed 
Dutch Elm diseased trees on private property under Article No. 43 passed 
at our annual town meeting in 1961. Initiated under this same article was 
disposal of bills to the property owners so involved. During the year the 
department reports the removal and disposal of over 100 confirmed dis- 
eased elms on town property. A number of these trees have been replaced 
with the planting of Maple trees. Over 100 trees were planted in various 
sections of the town including some of the newer sections. 


In March and April a dormant spray was applied to all town elms in 
an effort to curb the elm bark beetle, which is the carrier of the Dutch Elm 
disease. During May and June a leaf spray was applied to our birch trees 
with continued success. The oak leaf miner was not as severe as in 1959 


and 1960. 


In the past year there was a great deal of controversy concerning the 
use of different types of insecticides. This department receives all the latest 
bulletins and circulars from the Shade Tree Laboratory at Amherst and 
from the Waltham Field Station and will continue to use only the insecti- 
cides that are recommended. 

Some work was done at the town beach in cooperation with the 
Recreation Department. The roads and trails at the town forest were 
trimmed and pruned in cooperation with the Recreation Department. 

Our usual program of trimming and pruning was carried out through- 
out the town. 

The department received assistance from the Department of 
Natural Resources, Bureau of Insect Pest Control in the form of scouting 
the town for suspected diseased elm trees. 

The department reports the addition of a new 34-ton Ford Pick-up 
truck.

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School Committee 


The School Committee is confronted with (a) a continually growing 
school system (b) the maintenance of more building and grounds (c) more 
students at the high school level where per-pupil expenditures are greater 
(d) the necessity of retaining our position regarding teachers’ salaries and 
(e) a continuing improvement in the quality of the instructional program. 


The actual enrollment of 8052 on October 1, 1963 is expected to grow 
to approximately 8300 students in September 1964. The retention rate for 
the community is excellent — 97.7%. Thus the continued growth coupled 
with a low drop-out rate indicates that the quality of instruction 1s improv- 
ing. The staff needs to increase with this expansion. The projected needs 
for adequate housing, therefore, is of concern. Proposed for the near future 
will be an addition to the high school, purchase of land in the South Natick 
area, and the construction of an elementary school building. The junior 
high school now under construction will relieve the housing situation 


for Grades 7-9. 
Chapter 660 of the Acts of 1963 changes the formula for distribution 


of funds for school construction. Since this means a loss of 10% reimburse- 
ment after January 1, 1965, the time schedule for the addition to the high 
school should be given scrious consideration so that the town might benefit 
from the higher percentage now in vogue. | 


Cognizant of the impact on the local real estate tax, the Committee has 
continued to favor legislation for greater state support of public schools. 
Natick now receives approximately 13% in state aid. 


The final draft of the Social Studies and Science Curriculum Guides 
(K-12) were completed and approved by the Committee. Now in use along 
with previous guides in Mathematics and English these become a part of the 
continuing study, revision, and up-dating of all curricular materials and 
techniques. 


A successful summer school program was initiated last year. Remedial 
in nature for children in Grades 3 through 6, the four-week sessions were 
considered a supplement to the Harvard-Newton program. In 1964 it is 
intended to expand this program through Grade 8. 


The Committee by unanimous vote requested approval from the Direc- 
tor of the Division of Youth Service to establish the position of School Ad- 
justment Counselor according to Section 44G of Chapter 71 of the General 
Laws. This counseling program is designed to help children in the primary 
and elementary grades. The school department shall receive through the 
Department of Education reimbursement for this activity. 


The Committee has had preliminary discussions on Educational Data 
Processing procedures. Use of such equipment will establish ways for more 
and better information to be derived and analyzed more effectively. Educa- 
tors will thus be able to plan better and to develop improvements in instruc- 
tional and educational opportunities in schools. During the coming year 
it is the intention of the committee to study Data Processing in depth. 
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Our sincere thanks are extended to Town Officials and Boards, to the 
P.T.A., and to the citizens of the community who have been continually co- 
operative and helpful to the School Department over the years.

Holidays are not forgotten 
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Superintendent of Schools 


Each year crises confront the schools. Each year additional responsi- 
bilities are given to those who serve the schools. Each year brings an in- 
creased awareness of the importance of education to the well being of the 
individual and the nation. These stresses are not cause to become faint of 
heart. They are, instead, a stimulus to courage and confidence and the per- 
son who accepts the challenges thrives on them. Although old problems and 
new emphases confront us, changes in the schools of the future raise many 
unresolved questions. A systematic quest for these answers requires that 
all budgets must include funds for research and development, and inno- 
vation. 

The number one problem of educational concern continues to be in 
curriculum development. If it is to be suitable for the needs of our time and 
society and for the needs of children to be taught, we must devote a large 
share of our time and energy in this area. The extraordinary amount of 
work by the professional staff is evidenced by the number and variety of 
brochures prepared for classroom use and for guide lines to teachers. Good 
teacher morale and the involvement of teachers in curriculum planning 
has shown gratifying results. Good administration and supervision has con- 
tributed to better schools. Only through a cooperative effort by administra- 
tors and teachers can success be achieved. Thus, their continuing study at 
colleges and universities has not only kept them abreast of modern acceptable: 
trends but has resulted in many more advanced degrees. For example, the 
percent of the staff holding a masters degree or higher is noteworthy — 95% 
of the administrators and supervisors; 62.3% of the high school faculty; 
54% of the junior high school instructors; and 29.8% of the elementary staff. 

Education is the acquisition of knowledge and putting it to use. From 
the earliest time to the present, man has become educated whether by 
chance or by choice. In the early days education was restricted to the select 
few, but today in an enlightened world it has not only become free but 
compulsory. Even as the drop-out situation on a national scale is one of 
the major problems facing education as a whole, the retention rate of the 
local schools is excellent. Our 2% drop-out rate is relatively low but every 
effort must be made to hold all of our young people until they complete their 
formal education. The need for guidance at the elementary level must be 
recognized. ‘Trained counselors who can detect and give special attention 
to potential drop-outs and problem children in the early grades will have a 
salutary effect and we are hopeful that the addition of such a staff member 
will reduce even this already low figure. 

At the other extreme, providing educational opportunities to adults 
of all ages can prove to be a boon to our nation. We can receive a sense of 
direction only by continuous experiences in intellectual, cultural, ethical 
and wholesome leisure time activities. Education in the adult years is now 
an essential part of an informed citizenry. Education is for all — our chil- 
dren, our youth and our adults. We shall have to move in this direction in 
the future. Two previous attempts to initiate an adult program was less 
than satisfying. Many of our citizens use the facilities offered by neighbor- 
ing communities. As these programs evolve and grow they may be unable 
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to accommodate the people from Natick and thus we must look ahead to 
the time that a local program may be instituted. 

Your attention is directed to the following reports submitted by admin- 
istrators and staff which are indicative of some of the accomplishments of 
our schools. 


SECONDARY SCHOOLS 


This report is confined to three broad areas; namely a review of the 
curriculum process as it applies to Natick, general observations pertaining 
to the academic achievement of our students, and some personal thoughts 
about expected challenges of the future. 


The Curriculum Process 


Education in America is currently being subjected to stresses and strains 
unparalleled in our history. More new knowledge has been discovered dur- 
ing the lifetime of the present high school student than during all previous 
generations together. Technology is creating new needs and experiences 
for learning and finding new ways to present ideas. Mathematics, science, 
and the foreign languages have risen to positions of priority — at least in 
terms of federal assistance and emphasis. Cognizant of these impacts we 
have, therefore, structured all of our recently published curriculum guides in 
the form of a more complete implementation rather than a complete change- 
over. We have been able to accomplish this in great part through the acqui- 
sition of modern instructional and classroom equipment. For example, the 
addition of portable laboratories in the junior high schools enables us for 
the first time to teach all our foreign languages audio-linguistically. Labora- 
tory materials are now available and are being used to inject “life” into the 
study of Latin. 

In the sciences and mathematics we have departed from the ‘“cook- 
book” type of learning by rote. Thus the contents of our courses of study 
have been built around open-end experimenting in the laboratory-classroom 
with the intent of helping the student discover things for himself rather 
than merely memorizing facts and formulae. Similarly, in the social studies 
guide completed during 1963 the curriculum has been re-written generally 
- around concepts, problems, and growth rather than clinging to mere 
chronological history. We tell about the geographical and resource bases as 
they influence economic and political systems so that our students may un- 
derstand men and nations and why they act and react as they do. 

The ultimate curriculum, however, of any school system is what the 
student hears and feels — in fact, what he learns, what he makes of what 
he learns, and what he does about what he learns. Directing this process 
and the focal point to all curricula is the classroom teacher. To help the 
Natick teacher, a broad outline or framework of the organization of the 
curriculum has now evolved covering the entire spectrum from kindergarten 
through Grade 12 in mathematics, English, social studies; and from Grades 
9-12 in foreign languages and business education. The design of these guides 
has been so engineered as to provide a range of learning activities and ex- 
periences comprehensive enough to serve the needs of all Natick pupils and 
to make the best use of their capacities. An examination of the content of 
the guides will reveal that they have flexibility to provide individual class-

room adaptation; comprehensiveness to provide subject matter for the 
bright, the normal, and the slow; articulation to provide continuity; manage- 
ability, and challenge. 


Student Achievement 


We are delighted to receive reports of the exceptional results many of 
our pupils are achieving. Standardized tests show that the scores of our stu- 
dents are consistently better than the national average. For those who are 
low, attempts are made to diagnose their needs, give individual help, and 
adjust their programs of study accordingly. For those who have made un- 
usual achievements, our staffs are seeking ways to enrich their programs and 
to provide special learning experiences to challenge them. 

Our graduates, too, are doing well if we may judge from the reports 
received from college deans about their scholastic accomplishments. It is 
possible, admittedly, to point out an instance here and there in which a 
student has failed or has not done well. It is likewise possible to find those 
who have made an outstanding success. By and large, both our under- 
graduates and our graduates have been and are doing well, and we can be 
proud of them. 


Future Challenges 


There appear to be several educational tasks which loom on the hori- 
zon ahead and which will merit our attention and examination during the 
next few years. Among those which seem at the moment to overshadow all, 
others are the following: 

a. The challenge of the “knowledge explosion” and the consequent 
advent of new developments and new technology arriving so rapidly 
that the teaching profession will be required to learn along with 
those who are being taught. 

b. The challenge of a lengthened school day and a lengthened school 
year, the driving force for which, if education expects to remain 
abreast of the aforementioned new developments and new tech- 
nology, must come initially, it occurs to me, from the teaching pro- 
fession itself. 

c. The challenge of an eventual revamping of the secondary school 
courses of study, the content and standards of which will in the fore- 
seeable future be comparable to that of our present colleges. In this 
regard, be it noted that some great universities have already begun 
to require of their undergraduates standards of work which were 
formerly associated with their graduate schools. As a by-product will 
come the ungraded school. 

Please be assured that all efforts are being made to keep our secondary 
educational program abreast of the times. Capable and dedicated faculties 
will continue to do their utmost to serve the best educational interests of 
Natick. 

The percent of our students entering four-year degree-granting colleges 
is comparable with many other high schools that may have a considerably 
higher percent of students overall matriculating for additional education 
and training. The follow-up survey for the Class of 1963 indicates the 
following:

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION 


It is my privilege to submit an annual report evaluating the educa- 
tional growth and development of the Natick Elementary Schools during 
1962. This report will review, in retrospect, our past achievements and 
then focus attention, with vision, on future innovations. 

Our schools have a primary responsibility to develop those patterns of 
behavior that will prepare pupils to meet and react to the changing and 
stable social mores. In this context, the child is expected to learn specific 
as well as general facts. ‘These learnings comprise an important part of 
each child’s intellectual development, and would include such processes 
as abstract thinking, problem solving and creativity. In accomplishing 
this goal, we strive for quality in education through the medium of a bal- 
anced and modern curriculum. 

IN RETROSPECT — In-service-training continues to play a major 
role in advancing our various school programs. During the past year, edu- 
cational workshops were conducted in the subject areas of science and 
mathematics. Consultants from neighboring colleges provided valuable as- 
sistance. In addition, many teachers were enrolled in graduate courses 
and research seminars. We are justly proud of the professional training of 
our staff. 

Modern mathematics has captured the imagination of the entire 
teaching profession. Basic arithmetic is now enriched with numerical con- 
cepts and set relationships, and places greater emphasis on the discovery 
approach. The cuisenaire rods provide a realistic model for better under- 
standing abstract ideas. With the assistance of federal funds, two new 
programs in mathematics have been introduced, namely, The Greater 
Cleveland and School Mathematics Study Group. 
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The speech and hearing instruction has become an essential part of 
our educational program. In addition to a part-time consultant, who pro- 
vides valuable diagnostic services, two full time teachers are now employed 
in the therapeutic phase. Instruction in corrective speech has been ex- 
tended into our special classes and is also available at the secondary school 
level. We are concerned with the total education of each student, in terms 
of his fullest potentialities. 

Our first summer school program was introduced during the past year. 
An experienced staff, comprised of teachers from our elementary schools, 
provided an intensive program of remedial instruction. One hundred and 
twenty students were enrolled in six classes. The favorable results cer- 
tainly indicate the need for future expansion. We will also continue to 
use the available facilities of the Harvard-Newton Summer School. 

During the past summer, committees of teachers and supervisors com- 
pleted curriculum guides in the subject areas of science and social studies. 
These written guides culminated two years of preparation by a group of 
teachers from kindergarten to grade twelve. In addition, an informative 
pamphlet was published concerning the instruction of the gifted child. The 
kindergarten course of study was up-dated and revised. Several chapters 
were added to our interesting History of the Town of Natick. These nu- 
merous professional guides form a valuable resource basis for the classroom 
teacher, and thus indirectly benefit the entire school system. 

A most comprehensive program of research and development has been 
in operation during the past few years. The achievement results of experi- 
mental curriculum changes are continually appraised in terms of their,

statistical significance. In other words, does a new program actually improve 
a student’s learning rate and consequently add to his total knowledge? In 
the statistical phase, we have been assisted by a specialist from the Army 
Research Laboratory. The final results provided guidance for the school 
department, so that future improvements and curriculum revisions could 
be made. The Double Purpose program, an experimental program 
introducing a departmental system into the elementary level, will be statis- 
tically evaluated this year. 


Highlights of the past year included the expansion of our physical 
education and library services. Additional personnel were added to both 
of these departments. A new kindergarten report card was adopted. One 
hundred sound films were added to our extensive film strip library. The 
use of audio-visual aids facilitates instruction and motivates students to- 
ward more meaningful learning. 


We should not close the pages of our past accomplishments, without 
explaining our substitute teaching program. Workshops have been held, 
and descriptive manuals have been provided, for the training and infor- 
mation of this necessary segment of our teaching staff. The list of active 
substitutes includes the names of approximately fifty qualified teachers, 
who are available on brief notice, to teach classes when the regular in- 
structor is absent. We gratefully acknowledge the important contribution 
made by this group. 

WITH VISION — An instructional materials center will be created 
in the Center School, for the general use of the entire staff. Professional 
literature, teaching aids, and a variety of topical units will be made avail- 
able. This center will also provide an accessible meeting area, in which 
teachers and supervisors may confer in after-school hours. ‘The many 
talents of our total staff can thus be mutually shared, through the facilities 
of this materials center. 

The highlights of our future programs include the following: the hir- 
ing of a curriculum coordinator, to integrate and unify the curriculum in 
the various elementary schools; and the appointment of a guidance spe- 
cialist, to assist children in making proper adjustments to this school en- 
vironment. Team teaching and programmed learning will be comprehen- 
sively studied with reference to possible future implementation. 


Our educational successes of the past certainly have been encouraging. 
In a large degree, this success can be directly attributed to the cooperative 
effort of administrators and teachers toward the achievement of a common 
goal. The necessary support from the parents and townspeople is constantly 
present and extremely beneficial. However pleased we may be in retro- 
spect, our greatest challenge lies in the future. 

This report would be incomplete without acknowledgment to those 
who contribute so much to the success of the school program. To the mem- 
bers of the School Committee who spend so many hours in meetings and 
on whose shoulders the responsibility of good education falls, to the profes- 
sional and non-professional staff, to the various Town Departments and 
committees, and to the general public, I express my sincere thanks and 
appreciation.

The Annual Report of the Morse Institute for 1963 is hereby sub- 
mitted. 

1963 was an unusually busy year at the Morse Institute, with a total 
circulation of 248,722 books, which represents a substantial increase of 
5 2-3% over the circulation of the preceeding year. This increase was re- 
flected in all departments, the adult, the children’s and the two Book- 
mobiles. 

With a larger book budget the library has been able to build up its 
book collection considerably. It has been possible to purchase new editions 
of many of the technical books and extra copies of books in popular de- 
mand, as well as additional copies of books used for reports and for school 
projects. The library now has a town appropriation, as well as the income 
from Trust Funds, to be used for the purchase of new books. Even with an 
increased book budget, it still is not always possible to keep up with the 
demands of all the school assignments, when a whole class requires the 
same material at the same time. This is a problem that all libraries are 
facing today, but thus far a wholly satisfactory solution has not been found. 

Through the courtesy of interlibrary loan, the library was able to fill 
some of the requests for books that were not in its collection. Other re- 
quests were filled by purchasing the book for the library. 

Many reference questions, asked by both adults and students, were 
answered at the desk and by telephone. More people made use of the 
business services, such as Moody’s, the Kiplinger Washington News Letter, 
and the Wall Street Journal. An up to date reference collection is neces- 
sary for supplying the answers for the requested information. 178 new 
reference books were added to the collection in 1963. 

Magazines are proving more and more to be valuable sources of re- 
cent information, especially in the fields of science and current events. 
This has been shown by the number of periodicals circulated during the 
year. Most of the students now have been trained in the use of the “Read- 
ers’ Guide to Periodical Literature.” 

This past year more use was made of the study area in the basement, 
by the serious student who wanted a quiet place to study away from the 
noise and confusion of the teen agers. There was also an increase in the 
use of the microfilm reader by those who wished to consult back issues of 
the Natick Bulletin and of the N. Y. ‘Times. 
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The two Bookmobiles continued their service with full schedules and 
both showed a substantial increase in the circulation of books. ‘The School 
Bookmobile assisted not only the children but the teachers in the selection 
of books for their school assignments. The engine of this Bookmobile was 
overhauled during the summer, after 12 years of operation. It should now 
be in good condition for a few more years. ‘The Adult Bookmobile con- 
tinued to give excellent service to the borrowers in the outlying areas. 
There have been one or two requests for additional stops, but thus far, with 
a full schedule, it has not been possible to add any more. The generator, 
which provides power for heat, lights and air conditioning, gave a great 
deal of trouble and had to have extensive repair work done several times. 
A new generator, early in 1964, will be essential. 


The Children’s Library has had a busy year with its increase in the 
circulation of books and in the requests for material for school assignments. 
All the classes from the Center School visited the library once a month. 
A first grade from the Bennett-Hemenway School and a kindergarten made 
a field trip to the library. Many new books were purchased, catalogued 
and prepared for circulation. The position of a Library School trained 
assistant for the Children’s Library still has not been filled. This has 
necessitated a continued limitation in the services this department can 
offer. 


127 phonograph albums were added to the record collection in the 
fall. These have proved to be popular as has been shown by the increase 
in circulation. 3 albums may be taken out on a card for a period of 7 days. 
The collection includes classical music, such as symphonies, operas, concer- 
tos; popular musical shows; spoken records, as a Shakespeare play or a 
poetry reading; children’s records; foreign language records. 


The library is now open regularly 3 evenings a week; Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday. The addition of Wednesday evening to the sched- 
ule has been especially helpful for the students. 


The display case was moved to a more prominent location near the 
main entrance and has proved to be a center of attraction. Several of the 
library patrons have very kindly loaned their hobby collections for dis- 
play. Each was exhibited for about a month and they all were most attrac- 
tive and interesting. 


The Staff lost one of its valued members when Mrs. Ruth Powers re- 
tired in July, after 10 years of service. A morning coffee hour was held in 
her honor. 


The Library again applied for a State Grant for Free Public Libraries. 
As the minimum requirements were met, the Town Treasurer received a 
check for $7207.75. The law did not provide that the money should come 
to the library directly, but specified that it should go into the town treasury. 


State Regional Library Service for the Eastern Metropolitan area, 
of which Natick is a part, is still in the planning stage. Many problems 
have had to be ironed out where such a large section of the state is involved. 
It is hoped that the service will start in 1964. This will provide quicker 
interlibrary loan service and a telephone reference service. 


In the fall the two Great Books Discussion Groups joined forces to 
form a fourth year group, under the able leadership of Mr. Louis Jansen. 
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Many local people are not aware that Morse Institute has an excellent stock of 
records which may be borrowed on their library card. 


Meetings were held every other Wednesday at the Library from 8:00 to 
10:00 P.M. Any one interested in reading and discussion is welcome to 
attend. 

The trustees, the architects and the librarian have been working dur- 
ing the year on the plans for the new addition. These plans have been 
completed and approved. Bids will go out early in 1964, so that an appro- 
priation can be voted on at the Annual Town Meeting in March. These 
plans have provided for a new Children’s Room which will face on Clar- 
endon Street, a Young People’s Room, a larger reference room, a brows- 
ing room for adults, a music and art section, a larger section for current 
periodicals, a garage and loading platform for the two Bookmobiles. 
Necessary renovations to the original building will be made. Many of the 
townspeople have shown an interest in these plans and it is hoped that 
they will continue to give their support, so that construction can start in 
1964. The contract has already been signed for demolishing the old Na- 
tick Herald building, which was one of the properties purchased by the 
town for the addition. The other building at the rear of the library 
will be demolished when construction is ready to start. 

The librarian attended State and Regional Library meetings in Bos- 
ton, Brookline, Wellesley, Melrose, Stoneham and Framingham. The li- 
brarian also went on the bus tour of sites involved in the ‘Town Warrant 
for the Annual Town Meeting in March.

Many gifts of books and magazines have been received by the library. 
Thanks should go to all of these donors and also to the Natick Bulletin 
and the Suburban Free Press for publishing the library news and for the 
gift of their respective papers; to the Natick Federal Savings and Loan 
Association for the bookmarks and to the Natick ‘Trust Company for the 
envelopes for the borrowers’ cards. The library is grateful to the Natick 
Kiwanis Club for their gift of three books on horticulture and conservation 
and to the American Legion Auxiliary for their gift of memorial books. 
The lovely wreaths brought in by members of the Natick Garden Club 
for Christmas decoration were greatly appreciated. 

The librarian is grateful for the loyalty and devotion of the staff. 
Without their fine service it would not be possible to give the townspeople 
of Natick good library service. Many thanks should also go to the Trus- 
tees for their understanding and support.

For the past few years our annual reports and other media of infor- 
mation have made known to the residents of Natick the tremendous 
increase in the number of library patrons, in book circulation, and in the 
general demand for library services that has taken place in Natick over the 
past decade without a compensating upgrading of library facilities. For 
these reasons the Trustees in 1961 initiated a three year program to provide 
for modernization and expansion. ‘The third phase is planned in 1964 
with the actual construction of our addition and renovation of the physical 
plant. We shall place in the Warrant for the 1964 Annual Town Meeting 
an article requesting a sum of money for this purpose. 

During 1963, therefore, the Trustees met frequently with our architect 
to the end that our final plans and specifications for the Morse Institute 
will efficiently serve the library’s most important function; namely, that of 
assisting with other community agencies in the development of an informed 
citizenry. 

We can assure our fellow citizens that they will find our new plant 
attractive in appearance, appropriate in size and capacity for the services 
it will render, and containing an inviting environment for reading, study 
and reference use. 

The Trustees wish to express their gratitude and appreciation to Miss 
Elizabeth Partridge and her staff for their untiring efforts and cooperation 
during the past year. Their services to the community have been commend- 
able. We urgently recommend that the townspeople read the report of 
the Librarian which follows.

AREAS AND FACILITIES 


Our maintenance crew was hampered this summer by not being able 
to operate at full strength during their busiest season. With a heavy 
schedule of 180 ballgames and a depleted labor force the result was that 
the maintenance of ballfields was not on a par with previous years. We 
hope to rectify this next year. 

The construction of a sturdily built ice skating rink at Coolidge and 
floodlighting this area for night skating are major facility 1mprovements. 
The Lincoln area has also been prepared and good skating should result 
if mother nature permits. 

A permanent pier was installed at Camp Arrowhead through the 
generosity of W. P. Carter. This has greatly improved our handicap pro- 
eram and has strengthened the safety and supervision of the waterfront. 

Memorial Beach, 14 playgrounds and eight park areas were regularly 
maintained and new equipment was installed at Bennett- Hemenway and 
Brown, last summer. A maintenance project now underway is construction 
of a larger raft for spring installation at Memorial Beach. Overhauling

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motors, painting and repairing supplies and equipment, building screens 
for the bathhouse, plus reporting and clearing ice skating areas are some 
of the winter jobs in progress. 

In need of major repair or renovation are: the roof of the bathhouse, 
the stone wall around Hunnewell Field and the walks on the common. We 
have submitted special articles to take care of these areas and facilitities. 


FUTURE REFLECTIONS 


Three new programs initiated this past year, at no cost to the town, 
are the P.A.L. Basketball League, Sports Night Program and Table Tennis 
Tournament. Each was quite successful and will be continued if at all 
possible. 

On the immediate horizon in 1964, Ski Instruction will start under 
qualified leadership and a Folk Festival will be co-sponsored by the Neete- 
ga Club of Natick and the Amputee Veterans Association. The provision 
of Recreational services for the elderly residing in nursing homes still rep- 
resents a dire need. 

An increasingly pressing need is larger office space to handle the large 
crowds and provide room for meetings as well as office business. 

Various Recreation studies and town committee reports relative to a 
future community center, utilization of the National Guard property on 
Speen St. and plans for housing of park vehicles are awaited with great 
interest. Also, the construction of tennis courts and ballfields at the new 
junior high school in West Natick will be most welcome. 

In conclusion, although we point with pride to the gradual progress 
of Recreation, we also realize that without the cooperation and support 
of various town departments, the Amputee Veterans of America, Inc., 
sponsors of teams, local newspapers and numerous interested organiza- 
tions and individuals we could hardly exist. 

May I express deep appreciation to these groups and organizations, 
to our regular, part time and volunteer staff and to a dedicated Recrea- 
tion Commission. 

Together they have served the community by extending to the great- 
est number of people, in all parts of town, the most desirable and varied 
program which it is possible to originate and sponsor.

Home visits made and releases given to 1597 students. For the past 
six years Chicken Pox has been more prevalent than any other contagious dis- 
ease. However, for the year 1963, German Measles was the most prevalent 
with Measles and Mumps higher than usual. The number of out-patients 
brought to the Middlesex County Sanatorium for x-rays and other diagnostic 
services totaled 125. The number of active cases of Tuberculosis reported 
for 1963 was 3: two of which were pulmonary and one of another type. 
A total of 114 patients were x-rayed in the five Nursing Homes in the 
Town of Natick. Nine suspects and nine abnormal chest conditions were 
found. 

Oral Sabin Vaccine Clinics for Type I, II and III were held in 
January, March and May respectively for the School System which in- 
cluded students, school personnel and pre-school children. In April, Oral 
Sabin Vaccine Type II was made available at the Natick Armory for the 
residents of Natick. A total of 20,420 doses of vaccine was given out at all 
clinics. 

The Double Antigen Program (Diphtheria and Tetanus) was carried 
out this year for all Public School Children from grades I to VI inclusive. A 
total of 2553 children were inoculated. 

Twenty Well Baby Clinics were held in 1963. A total of 307 babies 
participated and 95 new registrations were entered. Diphtheria, Whooping 
Cough and Tetanus (D.P.T.) inoculations were given to 134 babies. Polio 
Vaccine (Salk and Sabin) were given to a total of 39 babies and a total of 
47 babies received Small-Pox Vaccination. 

There were 53 premature births reported to the department for 1963 
of which one was stillborn. Five families applied for aid and aid was granted 
to two. 

The Natick Board of Health and the Natick Lions Club jointly par- 
ticipated again this year in a Glaucoma Detection Clinic. A total of 204 
Natick residents were checked for this insidious disease. ‘Thirty patients 
were referred to their Ophthalmologists for further examination. Four 
positive cases of Glaucoma were found and 3 suspicious cases were found 
from the 30 referrals. 

In April, this Department with the cooperation of the Middlesex Tuber- 
culosis Association participated in a chest x-ray program at the Natick 
Armory. At this Home Show Program sponsored by the Rotary Club of 
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Natick, 170 residents were x-rayed. One resident was found to be Active 
and subsequently admitted for treatment.

Fees Collected and returned to the Town Treasurer for rubbish stickers 
amounted to $2,727.50. 

Our Veterinarian has inspected all barns and livestock therein. ‘Through 
the office of the department a total of seventy-eight dog bites were reported. — 
Twenty-six bites were reported directly to the office of the Inspector of 
Animals and subsequently investigated. Reports involving dogs licensed 
in Natick came from Boards of Health of surrounding towns, totaled twelve. 
This total of 116 dogs were examined and found to show absolutely no 
evidence of the contagious Rabies disease. The dogs were, therefore, re- 
leased from quarantine after the prescribed ten day confinement. One 
squirrel bite and one mouse bite were also reported. 


The head specimens of four animals, one of which was a Bat, were sent 
to the Harvard Wassermann Laboratory, Jamaica Plain, Massachusetts, for 
Laboratory Diagnosis of Rabies. The Laboratory findings on the specimens 
submitted were all negative. 


The Annual Rabies Clinic was held in June under the direction of the 
Natick Board of Health and a total of 1,148 dogs were vaccinated. The 
total income of $585.00 was returned to the Town ‘Treasurer. 


All other regulatory matters were investigated and filed. 


The Dental Clinic located in the Center School staffed by two Dentists 
and a Dental Assistant opened as usual in September with the school year. 
All children from grades one through six were examined. Dental notices 
were sent home to their parents for signatures on work required. This work 
could be done by their family dentists or by the dentists at the Dental 
Clinic. 

Work at the Dental Clinic includes charting, fillings, x-rays, cleanings 
and the extraction of deciduous teeth when necessary. With the recent pur- 
chase of an x-ray mobile unit by the Health Department with the aid of the 
School department, work has been made easier for the entire staff. 
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Glaucoma Clinic at the Health Department office is supervised by Edward Taddeo, 
Health Officer, while Dr. Aaron Kaufman examines patient.

Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasurer totaled $1,742.00. 

The Health Department Laboratory under the supervision of our 
Health Officer was again certified by the State Department of Public 
Health. Approval is determined by up-to-date equipment and _ yearly 
qualitative and quantitative examination of samples submitted by the State. 

Dug Pond, Lake Cochituate and Non-Such Pond all tested within bac- 
terial standard for swimming purposes throughout the summer. The Charles 
River swimming area could not be approved because of its high bacterial 
count and color factor.

The Mosquito Control Program is in operation throughout the year 
with weather permitting. Ditch cleaning is accomplished throughout the 
year which included brooks, culverts, swamps and bog holes. This is done 
to prevent stagnation and breeding. The Town was sprayed a total of 5 
times. Until the insecticide issue has been cleared by either Federal or 
State authorities, the use of D.D.T. or Chlordane has been discontinued. 
Instead, an organic phosphate — Malathione — is used. Swampy, stagnant 
water areas and the Town Dump were sprayed with oil. In areas too 
treacherous to be done by foot, the fog gun was used. The 6 large swampy 
areas in the town were dusted once by helicopter and sprayed twice during 
1963. Dusting is done before the thaw season to prevent spring hatching. 
Because of the extremely dry summer, only two sprayings were required for 
1963.

REPORT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR 
For the Fiscal Year Ending September 30, 1963 


The principal factors which contributed to the deficit for the year 
ending September 30, 1963, are of noteworthy significance. For the 
Hospital income and expense summary please refer to the Treasurer’s Re- 
port included in a following section of this publication under the heading 
“Department Financial Reports.” 
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The principal income of the Hospital derives from ‘patient days’ 
(census). Patient days produce this income either in the category of 
bedside care (room and board), or in the category of auxiliary (ancillary) 
services which include laboratory and x-ray procedures, pharmacy, anes- 
thesia, blood, oxygen, intravenous solutions, physical therapy treatments, 
the use of operating or delivery room, and other incidental equipment. 


Adult patient income derived from adult patient days (as distin- 
guished from Maternity, Newborn, and Children income) carries the 
weight of the composite balance, either surplus or deficit. The adult 
patient days for the 1963 fiscal year developed an unpredictable, unex- 
plainable pattern and for the total year were 764 days less than the preced- 
ing year.

— 764 = $35,500.00 in round figures. This emphasizes the disaster of a 
census collapse. 

The second factor bearing on the deficit for the 1963 fiscal year 
is the substantially increased losses of earnings reported under “Contractual 
Earnings Adjustments” in the Hospital statement of income and expense:

These are State regulated categories, the arbitrary regulation of which 
has been challenged by the Massachusetts Hospital Association representing 
its member hospitals of which ours is one. The outcome of a series of hear- 
ings by a Special Legislative Commission on Blue Cross, Blue Shield, and 
Hospital Operations has not been published. However, a few concessions 
in the area of accounting procedures have been made in favor of the 
hospitals. 

The third principal factor is expense control. With the exception of 
elective surgical cases, which are a low percentage of total hospital cases, 
admission to the hospital cannot be postponed regardless of the number of 
people arriving at the hospital to be admitted. 
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The staff of nurses, laboratory and x-ray technicians must be adequate 
at all times to provide immediate care and services for this unpredictable 
number of patients on a day to day basis, and for 24 hours each day. The 
expense control problem is obvious. A staff adequate for a high patient count 
must be maintained regardless of day to day fluctuations of the patient 
count. 

Coequal with the financial aspects of hospital administration are the 
quality and spirit of service. In our Hospital these essentials have been 
excellent. Sincere commendations are due the Hospital personnel and 
members of the medical staff, and herewith expressed publicly.

Civil Defense 


In keeping with the National Civil Defense policy, the Town of Natick 
program has been geared to the surveying, marking, and stocking of shelters 
throughout the town. 


The U. S. Army Corps of Engineers surveyed all buildings in Natick 
and approved 17 locations with a protection factor of 100 or better and four 
with less than 100 PF. These buildings were immediately marked with the 
standard shelter signs supplied by the Federal government. Supplies for 
these shelters were stored at the Boston Navy Base and had to be transported 
to Natick. With the aid of public spirited business men and several town 
departments, which furnished vehicles and drivers, this task was accom- 
plished. Over 2,100 cartons of water containers, survival crackers, radio- 
logical meters, sanitation kits, and medical supplies with an estimated 
value in excess of $8,000 are now stocked in the various shelters. These 
supplies have been acquired at no cost to the town. 


The following locations are now designated as community shelters with 
a total capacity of close to 5,000: 


Central Fire Station, Summer Street 
Walcott (R&L Furniture Co.) Building, Main Street 
Federal Savings & Loan Association Building, Main Street 
Center School, East Central Street 
St. Patrick’s School, East Central Street 
New England Telephone & Telegraph Building, East Central Street 
Morse Institute, East Central Street 
High School Cafeteria, West Street 
High School Academic Building, West Street 
High School Science Building, West Street 
High School Fan Room, West Street 
New England Robe Co. Building, South Avenue 
Wilson Junior High School, Rutledge Road 
(3 areas) 
Carling Brewing Company, Worcester Street 
(6 areas) 


Surveying of other buildings is continuing to determine which, with applica- 
tion of additional shielding, may be brought up to the required 100 PF. 
Our goal is to provide spaces for 45,000 persons which would accommodate 
our peak population according to the U. S. Census Tract. 


In March a meeting of all department heads of the town was held at 
the Central Fire Station to formulate a Shelter Utilization Plan. After six 
weekly sessions, and with the assistance of the State Planning and Shelter 
Officers, a plan was adopted. To test the plan, a 48-hour shelter exercise 
was held with 25 participants. The exercise was considered a tremendous 
success and television, radio and press coverage reflected great credit to 
the Town of Natick. With the assistance of School Lunch personnel, the 
Welfare Department, which has responsibility for the mass feeding program, 
conducted a highly successful test at the conclusion of the shelter exercise. 

In November a second CD shelter exercise of 48-hour duration was

conducted by our local GD Deputy Director and Shelter Officer in the 
basement area of the Wilson Junior High School. This second test was 
equally as successful as the first one held in May. The resultant publicity 
accorded the Town of Natick for its efforts in cooperating with the National 
Civil Defense program has enhanced the image of the town. I believe this 
publicity will be an important factor leading to favorable consideration by 
business and industry of Natick as a place to locate. 

Deputy Director V. W. Glebus and Shelter Officer Thomas Morris 
attended a one-week Civil Defense Management course at the Eastern 
Training Center, Brooklyn, New York, in December. Two representatives 
from the local group participated in a four-day seminar at the University 
of Connecticut on the Role of Public Welfare in Civil Defense. Radiological 
Officer Wendell Bennett attended a two-week Radiation Safety course at 
Fort McClellan, Alabama. 

Six teachers from the local school system were selected: to attend an 
Adult Education Instructors course. Under the direction of Leo R. Davern, 
Coordinator for the Civil Defense Adult Education Program of the Natick 
School Department, these instructors are now conducting classes in Family 
Preparedness and Survival. 

The improvements in the basement of the Central Fire Station 
are progressing and when completed will provide one of the first CD 
Emergency Operating Centers in this area with a protection factor of 100 
or better. The Operating Center will be capable of functioning in any 
emergency and will be equipped with auxiliary power, an independent 
supply of water, and food and lodgings so that it can operate for 24 hours. 
a day for 14 days. Municipal officials and an officer from each service 
supported by the town will be on duty at the Center during an emergency 
to coordinate a combined effort. 

The warning system has been increased by four additional signaling 
devices located at the Senior High School, 160 East Central Street, 7 
Michigan Drive, and at the Murphy School. Four additional warning 
devices will be required in the near future to provide a more complete 
coverage of the town. 

Matching funds have been received by the Town Treasurer from the 
Federal Contributions Program for the warning system, communications 
system, and for administration expenses. 

An ambitious program has been planned for the coming year. Local 
officials of the Civil Defense Services realize their responsibilities to the 
citizens of the town and are doing all in their power to increase the “readi- 
ness capabilities’ of their particular service for any emergency. 

I wish to thank all departments of the town for their fine cooperation 
and assistance rendered during the past year. I realize that without their 
support the Civil Defense Program could not succeed.

In this same area 
the new Continental Baking Company’s new home for Wonder Bread is 
rapidly nearing completion. 

These accomplishments reflect many hours of consultation, with all 
departments of the Town cooperating with members of the Council and the 
principals to assure a Natick location. 

The coming year of 1964 will see the actual development of the 
area from Speen Street to the Framingham Town Line which will help to 
further increase the tax base which is always a welcome happening. 

In 1964 consideration will have to be given to providing additional 
areas for industrial development if we are to satisfy the demands for in- 
dustrial space in Natick.

Natick Housing Authority 


In compliance with section 26U of the General Laws, the Natick 
Housing Authority, Town of Natick, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
submits herewith its Annual Report for the Calendar year 1963. 

Fifty-two tenant units of the Veterans Housing Project were completed 
and occupied since December 1950. It has now been operating successfully 
for the past 13 years in that it has provided the Natick Veterans with 
modern, low-cost housing which they would be unable to obtain otherwise, 
as the average rental paid for the current year amounts to $52.45 per month 
and is based on percentage for their monthly income, as: 

Families with less than three dependents, 18% of their income con- 
stitutes the monthly rental; and families of three or more dependents, 14% 
of their income. The minimum rental is set at $37.50. 

At the Annual meeting held April 1963, election of officers was duly 
held and nominees unanimously elected as follows:

During 1963 the Planning Board changed its regular meeting night 
from the third Tuesday of each month to the second and fourth Mondays. 
This change allows the Board more time for consideration of the business 
before it. ;

In April Brenton Gordon resigned from the Board. At a joint meeting 
with the Board of Selectmen on May 6, 1963 Charles M. Harden was named 
to complete the unexpired term. 


Revision of the Rules and Regulations (relative to the subdivision of 
land and the signing of plans believed not to require approval under the 
subdivision control law) was undertaken in April. After several extra ses- 
sions the Board decided that it needed professional assistance if the job 
was ever to be completed. When the MacCarthy Engineering had finished 
a rough draft, the Town Counsel studied it and offered suggestions and 
corrections. A public hearing was held on the matter, copies were filed 
with the Registry of Deeds and the Land Court, and the Rules and Regula- 
tions became effective on July 1, 1963. Copies are sold at $2.00 per copy. 


In July the Board had to seek additional funds from the Finance Com- 
mittee in order to operate for the remainder of the year. 


The Board in 1962 had engaged two law students to study the Build- 
ing Code and Zoning By-law for inconsistencies and contradictions within 
and between the two. This report was received in May and a sub-committee 
is now in the process of rewriting for the purpose of eliminating these in- 
consistencies. The members of this committee are Raymond King, Leighton 
Harris, Richard Henderson, and Andrew Meyer. 


Another sub-committee made up of Marshall Lebowitz, William Carey, 
Raymond King, Minna Satterfield, and Joseph Shea was appointed to 
study the EDA Reports in an effort to give priority ratings to its recom- 
mendations and draw guide lines for their implementation. 

During the year the Board was in actual session for approximately one 
hundred hours and in addition attended meetings of the Massachusetts 
Association of Planning Boards, the Framingham area Association of Plan- 
ning Boards and the Board of Appeals.

JUNIOR HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The committee, appointed by the Moderator under the authority of 
Article 28 of the 1962 Annual Town Meeting, during the first quarter of 
1963 developed the final details for the school. Many and frequent meet- 
ings were held with the architects and with School Department personnel 
to assure that the plans for the new building would fulfill both the educa- 
tional specifications established by the School Committee and the require- 
ments of the Massachusetts School Building Assistance Commission. The 
final plans were approved by the latter on June 3. 

A successful open meeting was held on June 19 so that the townspeople 
and town meeting members could review the plans and could discuss infor- 
mally the new school prior to the town meeting. On June 25, the Special 
Town Meeting appropriated the sum of $2,676,695 for the project. 

The award for the construction was made to C. R. Burns & Sons of 
Brookline, Massachusetts, the low bidder. The general contract, having 
been previously approved by the Town Counsel, was signed on July 17, and 
the actual work commenced on the following day. At the time this report 
is submitted, construction of the school is progressing according to schedule. 

During the year two changes were made in the composition of the com- 
mittee. Robert P. Springer found it necessary to resign and Minot B. Mac- 
Donald was appointed by the Moderator to fill the vacancy. Peter P. 
Radkowski relinquished the chairmanship of the committee and Myron J. 
Douglas was elected to this position. 

We would be remiss if we did not publicly express our sincere appre- 
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ciation to the Town Counsel, the Public Works Department, the School 
Department, and the Fire Department for their valuable assistance and 
cooperation during the past year. Their efforts on our behalf have been 
commendable.

COMMITTEE TO STUDY A RECREATION CENTER 


Since its appointment in September, the committee to investigate the 
obtaining of a Community Recreation Center for Natick has met with 
representatives of a number of recreation groups to discuss their plans and 
Natick’s needs for a center. 

The committee has consulted Mr. Robert Strine of the Regional 
YMCA, Miss Clara Nicholson of the West Suburban YWCA, Mr. Sol 
Fuller of the United Fund, and Mr. Hainsworth of the National Recrea- 
tion Association. Since there is neither a Boys’ Club, a YMCA or a YWCA 
building in town, the consensus of these experts has been that there is 
definitely a need in Natick for a recreation building. The standards of 
the National Recreation Association call for a building for every 20,000 
of the population. Both Y representatives stated that their organizations 
would assist our own Recreation Department by furnishing whatever per- 
sonnel the center might need — at no cost to the town. This offer even 
covers their own secretarial help. They stated that all applicants for pro- 
grams would be accepted on a first-come, first-served basis. 

The committee reports that the total funds in the Neetega Building 
Fund have risen from $2500 to almost $5000 at this time, ae that fund- 
raising activities and donations are continuing. 

The committee has visited and inquired as to the availability of several 
possible sites for a building. The Quartermaster Corps has stated that their 
beach on Lake Cochituate is not superfluous to their future plans. ‘The 
committee recommends as most suitable the tract of thirty-nine acres 
adjacent to Coolidge Field, south of the skating rink and southeast of 
the baseball field, a large tract which extends to the Leonard Morse Hos- 
pital. The town counsel has been asked to search the title of this land. It 
is hoped that an oral report will be available by the time of town meeting. 

The committee has travelled to Lexington, Mass., Branford, Conn., 
and other areas at no cost to the town, as suggested by the National Rec- 
reation Association, to inspect their recreation centers, and has observed 
the following activities in action: swimming instruction, dance for the men- 
tally retarded, boxing and wrestling instruction, dance and canteen for 
teenagers (0 operated by teenagers), craft classes and weightlifting. ‘The 
Branford center, located in a town of 19,000 people, was used free of 
charge by over fifty town organizations last year. The operating cost was 
$13,285 for the year, itemized as follows: 
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Full-time custodian $4500 


Part-time custodian 1500 
Maintenance 1200 
Utilities 5785 
Repairs, Building, Equipment 300

The committee is now investigating the Minneapolis Plan for financ- 
ing recreation projects by voluntary assessments of approximately $5 per 
year for ten- or twenty-year periods. It has interviewed some professional 
fund-raisers and plans to interview others. It plans to investigate the pos- 
sibility of getting help from the private foundations. 

The committee wishes to be continued.

REPORT OF THE SIDEWALK STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Sidewalk Study Committee was established under Article 35, 
Section g, of the Annual Town Meeting, 1962, and continued at the 
Annual ‘Town Meeting, 1963, for the purpose of studying the necessity of 
sidewalks on main roads and in the vicinity of schools. 

Whether the public safety or convenience requires that sidewalks be 
established within the town, or whether a property owner simply would 
like to have one in front of his home, the Town By-Laws require that the 
Town and the abutters share equally in the expense. This statutory 
requirement would make any group charged with studying the necessity of 
sidewalks reluctant to recommend specific locations for new ones. 

Nonetheless, the Sidewalk Study Committee, after investigation, finds 
that sidewalks in at least four locations within the Town would appreciably 
reduce the hazards to school children as well as to other pedestrians. 

The Natick PTA Council asked the Safety Committees of all schools to 
determine the minimum sidewalk safety requirements of the school children 
they serve. Based on the reports submitted by the Safety Committees, and 
the Sidewalk Study Committee’s own survey, in our opinion the following 
areas should have sidewalks at this time: 


(1) The west side of Mill Street, from the entrance to the West 
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School, approximately 500 feet to West Central Street. Although 
the West School is connected by sidewalk to the areas south and 
east for those children who walk to school, some children walk 
to and from the school and its playground from the West 
Central Street area. Mill Street, as well as West Central Street, 
carries heavy vehicular traffic. 


(2) The west side of Speen Street, from opposite Purington Avenue 
south approximately 4,100 feet to the Boston and Albany Rail- 
road bridge. Speen Street has recently been widened and re- 
surfaced to handle some 4,000 to 5,000 cars and trucks per 
day at moderately high speed, and school children and other 
pedestrians walking south of Purington Avenue are forced into 
the street. Although school buses pick up many children from 
collection points along Speen Street, the children must reach 
their specified corners by walking along the edge of the road. 
Even the bus stops have no sidewalks, and knots of children are 
observed standing in the road each day. 


(3) The north side of West Street, from Campus Drive, approxi- 
mately 700 feet to Oakland Street. Oakland is the ‘main artery” 
from the center of Town for hundreds of high school pupils. 
They walk south on Oakland Street from Pond Street, then turn 
west on West Street, where they must walk in the road. Cars 
are often parked where sidewalks normally would be, forcing the 
students out into the street. Three years ago, a student walking © 
on West Street was struck by a car. The street is heavily 
travelled throughout the year by both pedestrians and auto- 
mobile traffic, for attendance at school and athletic events, as 
well as Memorial Beach. 


Mill Street from Hartford Street to the Boston and Albany Railroad 
bridge is being widened and resurfaced largely because of the location 
there of the new Junior High School. It is the Committee’s opinion that 
a sidewalk should be constructed now on the south side of Mill Street 
through this area (approximately 3,700 feet) because of the hazards to 
school children and to other local pedestrians due to the increase in traffic. 


It has been the practice of the Department of Public Works to build 
sidewalks only where the majority of abutters has petitioned for them. 
There has been but one recent exception; a sidewalk was installed on Oak 
Street near the Lilja School, upon the recommendations of the School and 
Police Departments, but contrary to the wishes of some abutters. The 
sidewalk was built because the public safety required it, but the abutters 
were reluctant to share the cost equally with the town. 


The Committee feels that the same criteria should apply in the four 
locations cited above and is recommending articles to this effect for the 
Town Meeting Warrant. 

The Committee has also considered the desirability of building a side- 
walk on the edge of the High School property, on the west side of West 
Street, from Campus Drive to the Beach and athletic field, as part of an 
overall park development to serve all of the Town’s residents. Although 
it is the center of outdoor recreational activity of the Town, West Street 
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south of the High School itself is unsightly, with broken pavement, dusty 
shoulders, and a generally unimproved appearance. Land for such a side- 
walk is available without the necessity of takings, and no private abutter 
would be affected. The Committee suggests that the Park and Recreation 
Department consider this area for general improvement as a park project. 

Investigation of various school areas has disclosed that most schools 
are fairly well provided with contiguous sidewalks; however, the local 
Safety Committees complain that most of them are impassable after 
snowstorms — a time when walking in the streets is most dangerous. 
Although some sidewalks close to the schools are kept open, additional 
selected routes, which should be regularly cleared for foot traffic, have been 
specifically recommended in map form by the various Safety Committees. 
The Committee is working with the Director of the Department of Public 
Works on this problem. 

The Committee suggests that serious consideration be given to pro- 
viding the Department of Public Works with additional sidewalk snow 
plows and operators for this purpose. 

Contrary to popular conception, owners and occupants are not obliged 
by law to remove snow and ice from the public sidewalks abutting their 
property. Section 5 of Chapter 85 of the General Laws of Massachusetts, 
which covers this requirement, has not been accepted by Natick. 

The Committee respectfully requests that this report be accepted, and, 
in order to continue its study as well as to assist in implementing these 
recommendations, asks that it be continued.

OAK PARK MANOR, OAK STREET AND BACON STREET AREA 
SEWERAGE STUDY COMMITTEE 


The Moderator appointed a committee of five on May 29, 1963 on 
authority of article 30 of the 1963 Annual Town Meeting to determine: 


1. If a health problem exists of sufficient magnitude to require 
public sewers in the area described. 

2. Whether the Department of Public Works should use a 
method of cost apportionment for the Jennings Pond and Oak Ridge 
Pumping Districts reflecting proportional costs to all existing and 
potential property owners who will receive benefit or advantage from 
common facilities such as force mains and pumping facilities within 
said district. 

1. Health Problem 


In the summer of 1963 the Natick Health Department conducted a 
survey of the study area to determine the magnitude of the sewerage 
problem at the request of this committee. Approximately 92 percent of the 
195 homes were contacted in this survey. Of those contacted, 34.8 percent 
had subsurface sewage disposal trouble, 28.1 percent necessitating repair 
work. ‘The repair work was broken down into four categories over an eleven 
year period: 41.6 percent additional cesspools added, 52.7 percent additional 
leach lines, 3.8 percent installations of septic tanks and 1.8 percent cesspool 
reconditioning. Of the total repairs 73.6 percent were tallied as occurring 
in the last five years with indications of an increasing trend in recent years 
in the frequency of repairs. 

Although 1963 was an extremely dry summer, 45.5 percent of the 
subsurface sewage disposal systems investigated indicated “tell-tale signs” 
(green vegetation in the vicinity of the disposal system differentiated from 
surrounding vegetation and/or visible outcropping of sewage effluent). 
During periods of heavy precipitation and high water table, there is a 
definite possibility of an increase of sewage effluent being near or on the 
surface of the ground, creating a potential health problem in these areas. 

Investigations were made into the possibility of expanding the sub- 
surface disposal systems within the limits of individual properties. Of the 
178 systems investigated, 48.3 percent could be expanded, 14.1 percent 
could not be expanded and 37.6 percent could only be expanded with 
excessive cost due to the land topography or high water table. 

The Oak Park Manor development is appproximately 16-18 years old. 
The efficiency of subsurface sewage disposal units have a tendency to 
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decrease with age, especially the cesspool type of unit, which ordinarily 
functions in the vicinity of 15 years without major problems under optimum 
soil conditions. It therefore can be assumed that the efficiency of many 
of these systems is now at a low point. In addition, these systems, in a 
medium density residential area, are only a temporary means to get rid of 
sanitary wastes, and ultimately will have to be connected to a public sewer- 
age system. 

Due to 1) the recommendation of the Board of Health to extend 
public sewers into Oak Park Manor and area, 2) from the Natick Health 
Department’s report to this committee, and 3) consultation with state 
health officials, it is the conclusion of this study committee that a health 
problem exists of sufficient magnitude to require public sewers in the area 


referred to in Article 30 of the Annual Town Meeting of 1963. 
2. Cost Apportionment 


Unit of Measurement 
The Town of Natick operates under Chapter 83, Section 15 of the 


General Laws of Massachusetts in regard to sanitary sewerage construction 
cost apportionment which specifies that sewerage betterment assessment 
shall be proportioned on the basis of frontage, area or both. The Study 
committee questioned these methods since they did not appear to reflect 
the true benefit to the property owner which is the sewerage connection 
itself. The estimated costs for betterment assessments compiled by the 
Public Works Department for the Oak Park Manor petition area for 
properties now developed ranged between $389 and $1,423. 

To reflect the true benefit, the study committee has concluded that 
the unit method of cost apportionment as used in Boston, Stratford, Conn. 
and Ann Arbor, Mich. is the fairest method of proportioning costs. Under 
the unit method, the sewerage construction costs are equally divided by 
the combined total of existing and potential units, a unit being equal to a 
residential dwelling unit. Potential residential dwelling units are calculated 
on the basis of the zoning in effect with a deduction for potential streets. 

Legislation has been filed with the State Legislature to enable Natick 
to use this method of cost apportionment if the Public Works Commission- 
ers so desire. 


Administrative Area 


At the present time, the Town normally waits until an area has 
petitioned for public sewers before voting to extend sewerage into a 
particular area. Such a petition area usually does not correspond with the 
pumping districts established by the sewerage engineering consultants for 
the Town. Since the present policy of the Town is to combine the cost 
of the general benefit facilities, such as pumping stations and force mains, 
with the special benefit facilities, such as the lateral mains directly serving 
individual properties, the petition area is assessed for the total cost of the 
general benefit facilities. In many instances, this method actually will 
serve other developed properties in the pumping district as well as potential 
developments on vacant land. In the case of the Oak Park Manor petition 
area, 204 units would be paying for general benefit facilities which would 
ultimately serve a total of 443 units. In addition to their $23,780 propor- 
tional cost of the general benefit facilities, the 204 property owners 
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would also pay $30,310 for the same facilities or an average of $148 per 
owner to pay the share of those that would enter the sewerage system 
at a later date. 

The study committee concludes, that the most appropriate method to 
handle this situation in the study area is to: 1) use the pumping district 
as the administrative area, 2) separate the costs of the general and special 
benefit facilities, and 3) proportion the costs of the general benefit 
facilities in relation to both the existing and the potential units in the 
pumping district. The Town would temporarily pay for the share of the 
potential units and be reimbursed when the lands were developed. 

It is the consensus of this study committee that Public sewers should 
be extended into the Jennings Pond and Oak Ridge pumping districts 
this year, thus, requiring action at a special Town Meeting. Since it is 
unlikely that state legislation permitting the Natick Commissioners of Public 
Works use of the unit method will be acted upon in time, it is desirable 
to proportion the developed and undeveloped lands in the two pumping 
districts in relation to area to allocate the costs of the general benefit 
facilities. 

The committee respectfully requests that this report be accepted and 
the committee continued until the pending State legislative action in regard 
to the unit method and Town Meeting action concerning the Oak Ridge 
and Jennings Pond pumping Districts are cumulated.

COMMITTEE TO INVESTIGATE USE OF VOTING MACHINES 


The Committee appointed by the Moderator under Article 35, Sec- 
tion g, of the Annual Town Meeting, 1962, to investigate the possible use 
of voting machines in the Town of Natick, and to consider the cost thereof 
as compared to the costs of the present voting system, presents the follow- 
ing preliminary report: 

On the basis of one machine for every 3-400 voters, a total of 42 
machines would be required for the eight precincts. At an approximate cost 
of $1500 per machine, the total initial cost would be $62,000. The cost 
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of our present system of voting averages $2000 per election. It is noted that 
voting machines would eliminate the need for counters, only; wardens and 
checkers would continue as at present. 

A number of bills will be considered by the state legislature relative to 
the use and financing of voting machines on a statewide basis; new machines 
are being developed at lower cost. The Committee wishes to consider these 
developments as well as the possibility of renting machines before sub- 
mitting a final report to the Town.

TOWN OFFICE BUILDING STUDY COMMITTEE 


The preliminary findings of this Committee indicate that the pro- 
gressive growth of the Town in population, industry and mercantile ac- 
tivities has steadily challenged the ingenuity of the administrators of town 
office functions in the fulfillment of their responsibilities. 

The economic impact of centralizing the Town’s administrative fa- 
cilities has been reduced in the preliminary phases of this study. This 
primary consideration is questioned in light of the penalties in the degree 
of efficiency forfeited through lack of common accessibility of modern 
facilities. The operation of town offices on the present physically separated 
basis is not only a fiscal extravagance but also an exasperating time waster 
that is readily evident to any local resident or visitor having business contact 
with these offices. No one is more acutely aware of this situation than the 
civil workers and other town employees who have been forced through their 
dedication to resort to outmoded methods and practices. These quaint 
examples of antiquity should not be permitted to penalize the entire town 
by restraining the competency of its workers. The image of leadership and 
progress in industry, education and other civil endeavors is not too vividly 
depicted in our town offices. 

This Committee is aware that there are other factors to be investigated 
prior to submission of consolidated findings for Town Meeting considera- 
tion; therefore, it is suggested that the Committee be continued.

Unless otherwise expressly stated, the words building and _ building 
operation in this Code shall not apply to structures which are under 7 feet 
in height and less than 8 feet in length and breadth and which occupy not 
over 150 cubic feet above ground grade. 


Definition. A family fall-out shelter is a structure designed and con- 
structed in accordance with this Ordinance for emergency use only, to 
afford minimum protection from nuclear radiation, commonly known as 
“fallout,” resulting from a nuclear incident which recently has been, or is, 
or is likely to be of catastrophic proportions. 


A family fall-out shelter shall be of a design conforming to that rec- 
ommended or accepted by the Federal Department of Defense, Office of 
Civil Defense. 


A family fall-out shelter shall, in all matters relating to construction 
and structural stability, comply with not less than the equivalent of the 
provisions relating to Design Loads and General Building Requirements 
specified in the National Building Code. (1955 Ed.) 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, or any other provision of this Code, 
there shall be no fee charged for building family fall-out shelters.

The words “building operations,’ as used 
in this Code, include the construction, repair, alteration, enlargement, 
demolition and moving of buildings and of structures and parts of same 
and the installation, repair, alteration and removal of ventilating, heating, 
plumbing, drainage, lighting and all other equipment affected by the 
provisions hereof. 


Unless otherwise expressly stated, the words building and building 
operation in this Code shall not apply to structures which are under 7 
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feet in height and less than 8 feet in length and breadth and which occupy 
not over 150 cubic feet above ground grade. 


Definition. A family fall-out shelter is a structure designed and con- 
structed in accordance with this Ordinance for emergency use only, to 
afford minimum protection from nuclear radiation, commonly known as 
“fallout,” resulting from a nuclear incident which recently has been, or is, 
or is likely to be of catastrophic proportions. 


A family fall-out shelter shall be of a design conforming to that rec- 
ommended or accepted by the Federal Department of Defense, Office of 
Civil Defense. 


A family fall-out shelter shall, in all matters relating to construction 
and structural stability, complying with not less than the equivalent of the 
provisions relating to Design Loads and General Building Requirements 
specified in the National Building Code. (1955 Ed.) 


Notwithstanding the foregoing, or any other provision, of this Code, 
there shall be no fee charged for building family fall-out shelters; unani- 
mous vote.

The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1963. Early in the year chairman James 
Nichols resigned due to the conflict of interest law and Jackson Harris 
was appointed to fill the vacancy. 


During the year the Board fulfilled its statutory requirement to assess 
at full and fair cash value, but not before it had filed legislation to 
eliminate some apparent inequalities. This corrective legislation was not 
adopted, however, and the Board continued its action in accordance with 
existing laws. 

Several cases that were before the Appellate Tax Board were settled 
and new assessments rendered. 

Poll ‘Taxes were discontinued December 31, 1963. The Board had the 
Real Estate Valuation Books published. Next issue will be in 1966. 

Plans were formulated to tax junk cars in 1964 by levying a personal 
property assessment against the owner of land where junk cars or jalopies 
are located. 

The State took over the billing operation for Motor Vehicle Excise. 
Many errors and delays occurred but was straightened out at the year’s end. 

To our office force, those in other town departments who assisted 
us in our labors, and to the taxpayers who supported us in our effort to 
provide equitable assessments throughout Natick, may we express our 
sincere thanks.

Accounting Department 


Report of Town Comptroller 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, I submit 
herewith the annual report of the Accounting Department for the year 
ended December 31, 1963. 

All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town De- 
partments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal require- 
ments before being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, 
which were presented on 169 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $14,040,595.- 
80 for which the Treasury Department issued 52,486 checks. 

The Treasurer’s cash has been audited and found to be in order. The 
total receipts during 1963 totaled $14,217,794.79. The cash balance on hand 
December 31, 1963 is $1,062, 582.88 plus invested cash of $1,595,579.00 for 
a total of $2,658,161.88 and is an increase of $1,077,045.99 from the balance 
on hand at the end of 1962. 

Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all ‘Town officers, committees and boards charged with 
the expenditure of ‘Town funds. At the time of this report, no bills remain- 
ing unpaid for 1963 have been submitted to the Town Comptroller. 

Upon the close of the financial year, statements were compiled in 
tabulated form showing the amounts appropriated throughout the year and 
the amounts expended from each appropriation for the year 1963 and the 
estimates for the year 1964, and copies were forwarded to the Finance 
Committee. 

Again this year and for the 23rd consecutive year the departments, 
collectively, have turned back substantial unexpended appropriation bal- 
ances, from their operating budgets. ‘The unexpended appropriation 
balances, exclusive of Sewer and Water, returned to the 1963 Revenue 
Account amounted to $145,044.65. 

As required by law, under Section 54-A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1963 receipts except from taxes, 
loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source of 
such receipts was specified. The actual collection in this group of receipts 
was $119,082.98 higher than the estimate used by the Assessors in deter- 
mining the 1963 tax rate. This excess was due primarily to several sources, 
namely Welfare, including OAA collections, interest on cash investments, 
a double payment of school transportation and other miscellaneous receipts. 

The following recommendations are made: a) That all copies of con- 
tracts be filed with the Town Comptroller within ten days of signature. 
b) That all departments submit all bills promptly for payment. c) That all 
departments complete the purchasing of outlays and all major items by 
November 1st and that all purchasing of miscellaneous departmental sup- 
plies and materials be completed by December Ist; therefore, by accomplish- 
ing this, the result would be for a more even flow of receiving and processing 
invoices over the latter part of the year and would help to relieve the 
additional work loads that the offices of the Town Treasurer and Town 
Comptroller are, jointly, forced to face. d) That the bulk of our “Free 
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Cash” not be used at the Annual Town Meeting, but be designated for our 
high school addition which will be requested at a Special Town Meeting 
in 1964. If the proposed project is approved by the School Building 
Assistance Commission and if the funds have been authorized to meet the 
estimated cost of said project by the Town prior to January 1, 1965; the 
Town will be eligible for rembursement at 50% of the total approved con- 
struction cost. If the above is after January 1, 1965, the Town will be 
eligible for reimbursement at only 40%; thereby the Town will lose approxi- 
mately $160,000.00 to $170,000.00. e) That our Stabilization Fund be 
supplemented with an appropriation of at least $73,000.00 this year, thereby 
having $100,000.00 available in 1965 for our anticipated elementary school.
